His talk was devoted
mastly to the money question and he ex-
plained in & very clear way why free sil-
vir would not benefit the employer or the
employe.

*There have been over two billion dollars
taken from the pockets of the laboring
men In the past few years by so-called
panics.”

nited Kingdom, put themselves in the
position of unlicensed censors of public
morals by refusing to expose or sell the
novel, “Esther Waters,” and they are re-
pecting this form of literary bigotry in
the case of “The World and a Man,"™ the
recent much-talked-of novel by “Z, 4., a
second edition of which has just been is-
sued by Heiremann., In spite of the fact
that Messrs. Smith & Son have been freely
clreulating and selling “The Werld and a
AMan'' for the past three months, they have
suddenly withdrawn thelr order on the
new edittonr and refused to expose the book
for sale In future, unless from the new
edition the nuthor omlits a certain para-
E-app. This “Z. Z." has very properly re-
fused to 6o, on the ground that booksellers
are the servants of the reading public rath-
&r than lterary censors of authors. This
has led to o heated diseussion on the sub-
ject In the English pain&rs. and, although
for reasons which T will explain later the
novel in question is not published in Amer-

description of its plot and purpose; We
remeémber that the central character is a
man, a poor, uneducated boy, who wishes
to become a painter, and who, with many
millstones about his neck, struggles on
through poverty, neglect, treachery of
those In whom he has trusted, sickness,
despalr, and finally becomes famous.

To the horror of the
relatives who have brought him up, he
imbibes soclalistic and altruistic principles,
and their consternation ig turned to utter
repudiation of him when they discover
that he has engaged himself to & young
woman in their own d¢ircle, not to marry,
for he belleves, nnd she, under his infiu-
ence, has come to belleve, that when they
are in a position to begin their life to-
gether, it will be & much finer and higher
thing to do it without the, accordlng to
their idens, slavery of the marriage vows,

The young couple, disowned by friends
and relatives, begin thelr life together in
a modest way, he starting business for
himself on a precarious foothold, and at
first prospering. There is no need to de-
scribe the various stéps that led to Min-
nle's leaving him—she was simply (rue to
their agrerment, and honest according to
the principles he had Inculcated In her;
dispoovering that her love for him was not

ira, an account of Its young author and
his literary career may be of interest.

In 1484 u short novel called "A Drama in
Dutch' appegred both in Englamd  ard
Amarica under the pseudonym of “Z, Z.
There was much speculating as to the
ldentity of its writer. There was no hint
of the amateur in its construction, and M-
tls that bespocke a young man In the point
of view taken. The plot of the novel was
slight, but it embodied an interesting phase
of Lfe and a series of charncter sketches
drawn by an accurate and plcturesque pen.
The authorship was ascribed In turn to
half & dozen of the younger men well
known in the London literary world. One
paper only hinted that it might be the
work of L. Zangwill. This was evidently a ,
half way licky guess with nothing to back |
it up, for tl'e book was written In a direct
style quite different from that of the au-
thor of “The Children of the Ghetto” and |
“The Muster,”” and contained none of the
characters that his sympathetic pem has[
made familiar.

Before tiie second novel by “Z, Z." was
published it was well known in London lit-
crpry circles that these |nitinls represented |
Louts Zangwill, the younger brother of the
man who he< made the name of Zangwill |
nnique in the literature of the past ten
years.

To find two brothers wm-kinr at the
eame side of literuture—realistic mnovel- |
writing—suggests, becanse there are few

\

peverty, loss of self-respect, the culminat-
ing point of the story. All these stages
of mental and moral deterioratlon are viv-
101y pletured. With lost prosperity disap-
pears all motives for good in his life; his
moral tone keeps pace with his environ-
ments, and in this part of the novel the
author keenly depicts a certaln low cla=s of
Lordon life, not low enough to possess an
Interesting novelty or pleturesqueness of
coler to the reader, but simply & monoatone
of snualld gray. But It possesses that
viriled touch of truth that gives the story
more thap 4 passing interest and holds the
attentlan of the reader in the central char-
neter after all sympathy and plty have
1 exhausted In disgust, in the small-
ress, pettiness and meanness of his sins.
The *“*Man' finally accepts life as the
“World"” seemingly presents it to him who
weinld be successful and happy in it; re-
turns to his uncle in hypoeritical peniteace,
and the author glves us one last unpleas-
ant picture of him successful in business,
with lelsure hours engrossed in the coars-
est of pleasures,

The vsual critlcism of the book 1s that
it Is immoranl. It may be Immoral to de-
plct the common vices and weaknesses of
mankind, and the book without its artistic
merit would be as immoral as & police re-
port; but I do not remember that thizx 15
the slde of the story pounced uron by the
mcrallst. He claims, principally, that !t
i* an attack on marraige, quoting n jus-
tification the fact that the young hero wha
had earrfed himself unscathed through the
usual temptations of early manhood, aml
the thoroughly honest, highminded girl
who threw her lot with his, began their
mutual lfe without marriage. That their
unlon was finally unhappy would seem to
refuta the criticlsm of the conventional
morallst, as I moral the story of the hoy
who =tenls apples on SBunday and brenks
his arm in consequence., That these two
pecple, finding their union not based on the
highest Kind of affection, agree to part, Is
marality according to the other type of
mecralist, who cites motlves rather than
deeds.  If the morallst had searched deen-
er and ceased abuse and horror at cer-
tain passages written In unusually plain-
spoken English, he might have sald that
if these two people had been legally bound
they would probably have made the hest
of things and led the average happy, non-
sinning life.

However, these theories have nothing to
do with the author's views and [deas in
writing the story. He was simply ‘rying
to depict In the best way at his command
it phase of life that seemed untried, and
replete in artistle possibilities, Whether he
has failed or succeeded the reader must
judge for him=elf. In his preface, “Z. %'
disciaims all responsibility in regard to
presenting theories or teaching a 'esson;
